ND 
candidate Anne Wilson took 2 3 
percent of the votes to take fou rth 
place and the National Party’s 
Stuart Hughes slid into fifth place 
with 807 total vote* Independ¬ 
ent candidate Michael Lcslicalso 
showed well, winning 581 votes 
to come in sixth overall. The 
other independent candidate, 
Dave Strang, representing the 
Confederation of Regions Party, 
took seventh with 267 votes and 
the Natural Law Party candidate 
Dale Doram finished up the race 
with 201 votes.

Free dumping for county to end

Town council is considering 
ending a gentleman s agreement 
between the town and county which 
allows the county free dumping at 
the town's landfill site. 

Town Administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey said the town is questioning the 
county's costs for digging pits at 
the site now that they have re¬ 
ceived quotes from a private pit 
digging company at less than half 


what the county had been charg¬ 
ing 

‘' We had an agreement w ith the 
county whereby they would dig the 
pits for free and they could dump 
for free.'' Storey said. “Then in 
spring of 1992. the county advised 
us that they would be charging us 
half of their cost for the digging, 
one of their reasons being the con¬ 
cern that Carstairsdid not get their 
digging for free Their two bills 
after that were $3500 and $2500 
and then, this year it was $4400 


The cost we got from Columbia 
Rail was $1300 and (the county) 
told us that those were half their 

costs?” 

Storey said council has spoken 
to the county administration about 
the problem and expect an answer 
later this month If no satisfactory 
agreement can be reached, council 
pla ns to end t he county’s frecdump- 
ing privilege at the site.

Two provincial union employ¬ 
ees picketed the Didsbury ALCB 
last week in an effort to raise public 
ire about the privatization of liquor 
stores 

Mike Gyoroks and Ted Parker, 
longtime AUPE members said they 
were paid bv their union to picket 
the store and to encourage custom¬ 
ers to sign a petition asking the 
government to call a referendum 
on the privatization legislation 

' They arc just givingaw ay $434 
million and that hurts the whole 
community.” said Gyoroks who 
has worked for Al.CB for close to 
25 years. “This lady who works 
here in this store makes her money 
here and spends her money here 

Gyoroks and Parker said the 
privatization of the liquor stores 
would create a large unemploy¬ 
ment problem because private 


stores won't pick up the ma jority of 
the 1600 employees who will be 
laid off once the sale of the stores 
goes through 

“I think sonic jobs w ill be cre¬ 
ated. but not in a community like 
Didsbury,”Gyorokssaid. “lfsomc 
place like the hotel gets the store, 
they already have staff in place and 
they aren't going to want to hire 
anyone else.” 

Gyoroks and Parker said con¬ 
sumers could also expect prices to 
rise on liquor products with the 
privatization of the stores 

“Ifyour don't think they w ill go 
up. just w alk intoa barand see what 
they charge for off-sales.' ’ they said 
But Olds/Didsbury MLA Roy 
Brassard said the government has 
plans in place to reduce prices for 
new private retail stores 

“Hotels right now buy liquor at 
the full price.” Brassard said ‘ ‘ But 
I know that w ill change. There has 
been some discussion of w hat the 


discount will be and they were 
talking in the 7 to 10 percent range 
I don't know what the final dis¬ 
count will be ” 

Brassard said the government 
also has plans to help permanent 
employees of the ALCB stores who 
aren't absorbed by the private in¬ 
dustry find new jobs 

“We have job retraining and re¬ 
establishment assistance as well as 
a separation package to offer those 
employees.” he said 

Brassard, who personally docs 
not agree with the government's 
plan to privatize the liquor stores, 
said the move was made to help 
save on administration costs and to 
follow up on election promises. 

“This is just further in the direc¬ 
tion the government established 
when they were elected, to get out 
ofbusincss." he said. “And this is 
one business.”

The ongoing wave of deficit re¬ 
duction through government spend¬ 
ing and service cuts raises many 
questions, but there arc two fore¬ 
most in my mind Arc we as indi¬ 
viduals prepared to make adjust¬ 
ments in our expectations? Arc we 
as individuals prepared to take ac¬ 
tion to meet serv ice needs? 

I find the whole area of spending 
cuts interesting I've heard many 
people applaud the government for 
concentrating on deficit reduction 
through spending cuts "Yes. close 
those rural hospitals, but don't you 
dare close the one in my commu¬ 
nity Yes. have health care workers 
take a 5 percent paycut. but don't 
you dare ask me to take one " It is so 
easy for all of us to agree in princi¬ 
ple with reductions but it is a differ¬ 
ent story when it alTccts us person¬ 
ally. 

Case in point The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment cuts Family and Social 
Service spending on programs such 
as Supports for Independence. The 
reaction from the average citizen 
was minimal. I suspect because 
people felt it didn't directly affect 


them; it was "the guy down the 
street". The Alberta government 
makes cuts to health care and the 
outcry is heard loud and far Sud¬ 
denly we felt the pinch. It was no 
longer "the guy down the street" 
We. ourselves, might not have ac¬ 
cess to all of the health services 
we've come to expect in our own 
community. 

I've had several people tell me 
how they believe in regional ap¬ 
proaches That regionalization is 
the w ave of the future That is how 
we can save dollars they say. In the 
very next breath they talk about 
how we must fight to keep our acute 
care beds open in our local hospital 
It is easy to say that as a county we 
should have a regional health care 
system - acute care beds in one 
community and long term care beds 
in another Start talking specifi¬ 
cally about which community will 
have the acute beds and the reaction 
is quite different Cooperation and 
regional approaches arc forgotten 
Competition becomes the name of 
the game 

I f we endorse spending cuts then 
we must be able to say. "yes. I'm 
willing to adjust my expectations. 
I'm willing to drive 10 or 20 miles 
to access emergency hospital serv ¬ 


ices I'm willing to forego having 
all of the snow removed from my 
residential street. I'm willing to 
accept a different type of serv ice 
than what I've become accustomed 
to over the last 15 years, not just for 
the fellow down the street but for 
myself" We have had Cadillac serv¬ 
ices. We're now moving into an age 
of Chcvcttcs Arc we willing to 
adjust what we expect to receive? 

The second question I suggest 
we ask ourselves is if we arc pre¬ 
pared as individuals to take action 
on meeting service needs that were 
once delivered by government? Arc 
we prepared to give of our time and 
money to support local initiatives to 
meet our needs'’ 

I applaud the efforts and com¬ 
mitment of the people inv olved in 
the organizations that have identi¬ 
fied needs in the community and 
work long and hard to help meet 
them. Just Done for Fun. Kidding 
Around Parents Club. Help for Vic¬ 
tims of Family Violence. Didsbury 
Playgroup and Christmas Helpers 
come to mind because of F C S S. 
involvement with them There arc 
manyothers in the community They 
arc people who arc committed to

It's amazing to think in this age 
of super save grocery stores that 
our food production began way 
back in 8.000 BC when farmers 
first domesticated wild plants At 
that time there were only four mil¬ 
lion people on t he planet. now there 
arc that many people born every 
day. 

Farming today is big business. 
$24 8 billion dollars worth in 
Canada alone Yet more and more 
we are discovering that it is no 
longer a question of how much 
food we produce, but how we pro¬ 
duce our food When our food sup¬ 


ply rests on uniform seeds, high 
chemical inputs and huge tracts of 
machine harvested crops, we find 
ourselves in a spiralling dilemma 
Our soils arc polluted, we have lost 
one-quarter of our farms to debt in 
the past 25 years and entire rural 
communities have vanished along

On October 16th we marked

Love God & Love Your 
Neighbor 

Many denominations now use 
Sunday scripture readings from a 
common source called "The Com¬ 
mon Lectionary" This means that 
many churches will have just 
looked at a reading from Matthew's 
Gospel containing the two great 
commandments, or rules given by 
Jesus In Matthew chapter 22. 
verses 37 - 39 Jesus says: "You 
shall love the Lord your God with 
all your heart, and with all your 
soul, and with all your mind", and 
"You shall love your neighbor as 
yourself" (N.R.S.V.). 

It is widely accepted that this 
reading contains the heart of the 
Christian gospel and the core of 
Jesus's advice for good living Like 
many biblical passages the word¬ 
ing varies from one translation to 
another, but whichever translation 
people use it is surely an essential 
message for Canadians as they start 
a new period of history w ith a new 
government or combination of gov¬ 
erning parlies 

In that short passageofscripture 
we arc reminded that our first duty 
is to love God. That short com¬ 
mandment of Jesus is in fact a 
summary of the first four of the ten 
commandments It might remind 
us at this time that we developed as 


a Christian country with churches 
in every town and village During 
that period of development there 
were many pionccri ng famil ics who 
struggled to get to the part of the 
country where home was eventu¬ 
ally established Frequently those 
people travelled great distances 
with virtually nothing except for 
a family biblc or book of prayers. 
There arc many grandparents and 
great-grandparents who relied on 
their faith more than we rely on hi- 
tech communications, medical sci¬ 
ence and modern education For 
them they only had their faith to 
rely on! Children learned to read 
from the biblc. learned the impor¬ 
tance of family, from the biblc. 
and while there arc dramatic and 
violent stories in the biblc. in gen¬ 
eral the pioneers learned a way of 
life that helped to build a great 
country 

Asthc newly elected representa¬ 
tives go to Ottawa we might won¬ 
der "will they hold that Christian 
tradition close to their hearts, as the 
elected representatives of their re¬ 
spective communities." or "will 
God be left out?" It might be good 
to communicate with them on this. 
Perhaps a ministry of letter writing 
for someone! 

There is another side to the two 
great commandments.

1993 UGG earnings at $7.5 million 


United Grain Growers Limited 
last week announced earnings for 
the 1993 fiscal year of $ 7 5 mil¬ 
lion. or $0.96 per limited voting 
common share, up 4 percent over 
last year. 

"UGG made considerable 
progress operationally in fiscal 
1993."said Brian Hayward. Chief 
Executive Officer "We generated 
record sales and earnings in the 
crop production services business, 
continued our program of building 
high-throughput elevators to capi¬ 
talize on the changing regulatory 
environment for grain handling and 
marketing, and consolidated feed 
milling operations to build a solid 
base for future expansion." 

Gross profit and revenues from 
services for the fiscal year ended 
July 31,199.3 of $ 153 million, com¬ 
pared with $147.8 million in fiscal 
1992. Gross profit and revenue 
from sen ices consist of sales less 
cost of sales earned on grain, crop 
production inputs and feed as well 
as the company's sen ice revenues 

A major contributor to the im¬ 
proved earnings was a 21 percent 
increase in sales of crop production 
products and services. largely re¬ 
flecting a near doubling in sales of 
varietal seeds. 

The increase in crop production 
products and services partly off¬ 
sets a reduction in the company’s 
grain handling and marketing op¬ 
erations. which were affected by 
the decrease in western Canada’s 
supply of quality grain available 
for export resulting from the early 


frost last Fall. Country elevator 
receipts and terminal elevator 
hand lings declined 1 4 percent and 
18 percent respectively, this past 
year A decline in operating in¬ 
come resulted from the drop in 
grain volumes, but was more than 
offset by non-operating income 


During the year. UGG strength¬ 
ened its balance sheet with a capi¬ 
tal reorganization which saw the 
transformation of the 87-year-old 
farmers' cooperative into a public 
company and the subsequent ini¬ 
tial public offering of limited vot¬ 
ing common shares 


"Long-term debt as a percent¬ 
age of shareholders' equity was 
r> duccd to 27 percent from 62 per¬ 
cent while working capital was 
maintained at close to $50 million 
despite record capital expenditures 
of $25 million," Hayward said 
Founded in 1906 UGG is one of 


the oldest and largest agribusiness 
companies in Canada Its shares 
arc listed on the Toronto and Win¬ 
nipeg stock exchanges under the 
svmbol UGG. 


Alberta beverage company "cool" in Mexico 


Although the North American 
Free Trade Agreement hasn't been 
passed, an Alberta beverage com¬ 
pany has taken advantage of the 
agreement's groundwork and has 
already sold its product i nto Mexico. 

The Vivant Group recently re¬ 
ceived its first Mexican order for 
the Calgary company's low alco¬ 
hol coolers The order has an ex¬ 
port value of about a quarter of a 
million dollars 

"This sale represents a major 
breakthrough into the Mexican 
market." said Elton Dunk, an Al¬ 
berta Agriculture trade director 
"The company has been part of 
past trade missions This contact 
resulted from participation in the 
National Retailer Association 
Trade Show in Guadalajara and 
Canadian Solo Food Show in 
Mexico City. 

"As the company's first ship¬ 
ment of a value-added beverage to 
Mexico, this sale is probably the 
first of many success stories for 
Alberta food and beverage compa¬ 
nies in Mexico." he said "Wc see 
Mexico as an expanding market for

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An Ottawa miscalculation put Rutherford in office 


Alberta's first premier was Al¬ 
exander Cameron Rutherford, the 
son of Scottish immigrants who 
had settled near Ottawa in 1855 
Young Sandy always intended to 
become a dairy farmer like his 
father, but he never did learn to 
milk a cow or drive a team While 
hisfatherwent intoLibcral politics 
in Ontario's Carlcton County. Al¬ 
exander finished high school and 
college, then wound up at the 
McGill University law school 

Until 1894 Rutherford was a 
prominent member of the Ontario 
bar. In the summer of that year, 
though, he seems to have been 
possessed with the same restless¬ 
ness that drove so many westward 
He took the railroad to Calgary to 
check things out. then headed north 
to Edmonton The whole area cap¬ 
tivated him. but he was particu¬ 
larly enamored with Strathcona. 
the little town (population 200) 
across the river from Old Edmon¬ 
ton 

He moved his family and his 
practice to Strathcona the next year 
and plunged into its social life - the 
Athletic Association, the Football 
Club, the South Edmonton Liter¬ 
ary 1 Institute, the Masons, and even 
the Butterand Cheese Manufactur¬ 
ers It was only a year before local 
Liberals asked him to run for of¬ 
fice. but in his first try at a seat in 
the territorial Legislature he was 
beaten by future Edmonton mayor 
Matt McCauley. It wasn’t until 
1902. and McCauley's departure 
from the assembly, that Rutherford 
could get in 

Meanw hile, he had been busy as 
a church deacon and honorary presi¬ 
dent of the Strathcona Baseball. 
Football and Curling Clubs He 
made occasional trips to Ottawa to 
represent Edmonton Liberal po¬ 
litical interests Despite his fame, 
however, it was a surprise to 
Rutherford and everybody else 
when, in 1905. he was selected by 
the federal Liberal government as 
first premier of the new province of 
Alberta 

The federal Liberals' strange 
choice for the premiership back¬ 
fired on them Perhaps they thought 
that "Uncle Sandy" would be a 
quiet puppet they could manipu¬ 
late from behind the scenes 
Rutherford, as it turned out. had his 
own agenda: his administration 
worked to run railways and tel¬ 
ephone lines to all parts of the 
prov ince, and he surprised the fed¬ 
eral government by placing the 
University of Alberta in his home¬ 
town of Strathcona He thought 
Alberta's future lay in its resource- 
rich but transport-poor northlands. 
a nd he ploughed mil I ions of dol lars 
into northern development 

This became his downfall. Cal¬ 
gary Liberals thought Rutherford 
was try ing to make Strathcona the 
centre of the province, ignoring 
their city and the rest of the south 
Federal Liberals were incensed at 
his refusal to treat Alberta as an 
outpost of Ontario In 1909a scan¬ 


dal erupted over government guar¬ 
antees of bonds for the Great Wa¬ 
terways railway to Fort MeMurray. 
The cabinet split and Rutherford 
had to resign, though an investiga¬ 
tion absolved him of wrongdoing 
He devoted the rest of his life to his 
interest in education, probably 
never quite understanding that it 
was his greatest political virtue - 


his love and concern for Alberta 
above all - that had destroyed his 
political career.
